undoubtedly occupy the attention of 
the courts if the present “windfall” 
plan is carried out. But

It centers In 
another question, which is w heth­ 
er the federal government can dis­ 
criminate between taxpayers in the 
same class. 
The house sub-committee, for in 
stance, speaks of companies which 
have been “unjustly enriched"

justification in the precedents for

The plain truth is that the gov­ 
e r n m e n t dot* not like to lose the 


$250,000,000 involved in processing 
tax money, hut it is worth many 
times that sum to the taxpayer* of 
the country to be secure in

against and in their right to pre­ 
vent the 
taxing 
authority 
from 
levying an assessm ent on an 
al­ 
ready outlawed tax. Thus, if the
